The amendment received 12/18/09 lias been entered and claims 123-142 are 
pending. In view of the amendments to the claims, the rejection of record under 35 
use 102(b) is hereby withdrawn. The amended abstract and title are acceptable. 

Claims 123-131, 133, 135-142 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
because the specification, while being enabling for aminoethanethiol, does not 
reasonably provide enablement for a thiol containing compound. The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 

In claim 123 the terms "a thiol containing compound" lack enablement as it would 
require one of ordinary skill in this art undue experimentation to determine which such 
compound would work in the instant invention. 

The entire scope of the claims has not been enabled because: 

1 . Quantity of experimentation necessary would be undue because of the large 
proportion of inoperative compounds claimed. 

2. Amount of direction or guidance presented is insufficient to predict which substances 
encompassed by the claims would work. 

3. Presence of working examples are only for a specific substance and extension to 
other compounds has not been specifically taught or suggested. 

4. The nature of the invention is complex and unpredictable. 
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5. State of the prior art indicates that most related substances are not effective for the 
claimed functions. 

6. Level of predictability of the art is very unpredictable. 

7. Breadth of the claims encompasses an innumerable number of compounds. 

8. The level of one of ordinary skill in this art is variable.

In claim 123(a)(i) "a thiol-containing compound" is queried where most such 
compounds will not be effective in the claims method. Claim 123 is directed to 
identifying a substrate and the only method step is contacting. Nothing is determined or 
correlated to accomplish the preamble.
